Tlie country arnund 
Gofidlund in 
the Stale of Karisas has long 
been 
known among scientists as being the 
center of some of the nios;t remarkable 
fobsil retn.iins ever found in this coun- 
try. 
William J'ihnson reports that ht 
has found the fossil remains of some 
giganlic animal in a swamp on his 
farm, the like of which he lias never 
?een or heard of, VVhile (M^^ginp a 
tiench through the swamp for the pur- 
pose of reclaiming land the workmen 
threw out a bone which at once at 
t r a d e d 
the attention by its peculiar 
formation and size. 
It was evidently 
the leg bone of some prehistoric animal 
and a search was at once begun for the 
rest of \he rema^rs. 
This scarch was 
so successful that the entire animal was 
uni^arthed, and then it was found that 
something which is much larger than a 
mastodon was iound to have been bur- 
ied in rhe old peat bed which consti- 
tutes the bottom of the swamp. T h e 
i.oues show that the animal must have 
stood not less than fiftetMi feet high, 
and was evidently of the deer kind, as 
ihe bonts are slender antl nut of the 
ordinary elephantine slrnrture of those 
which have previously been iound in 
that vicinity.

A Great Apple Orchard. 


The Wellhouse orchard of Kansas is 
becoming known the world over. 
This 
orchard is a piece of good, well drained 
soil, about one thousand feet above 
sea 
level. The trees were planted in trenches 
ra ther than in holes, tho trenches be- 
ing 
mado by 
plowing 
out furrows 
nearly or fully ten inches in depth. 
Trees are thirty-two feet apart, oast and 
west, and twelve feet apart, north 
anc) 
south. 
Corn was planted between th<? 
trees while young. 
After the trees have 
come into bearing the ground is sown to 
clover. 
This is cut 
down 
every year 
when the seed is ripe. 
The tool used in 
the operation is a home made rolling 
cutter, consisting of a stick of timber 
twelve or fifteen inches square and ten 
feet long. 
The corners are dressed oil 
so as to form an octagon, and eight 
knives, running the whole length, are 
inserted, one at each corner.

Total Eclipses of tho >Sui!. 


Every year there must be two eclipses 
of the sun, and there xnay bo five. There 
aro partial eclipses, however, except ia 
the comparatively rare cases ia •which 
the moou passes nearly ceatrally over thq 
sua's disk aud produces a total obscura- 
tion of his light. 
Since the invention oC 
the spcctroscopo iu lyOQ, there have beea 
barely a score of total eclipses, and a* 
number of these could not be observe^ 
because the belt of totality fell at the 
earth's polar region or upon the oceans. 
The belt of totality is a narrow strip— 
never more than a hundred and seventy^ 
miles "wide—where 
the point 
of 
the 
moon's shadow falls upon 
the earth. 
Total eclipses rarely occur, therefore, at 
the same point of the earth, At London, 
for example, there has been no eclipse 
fiince the year 1140, except that of 1715, 
and there will be none durinnf tho avxt 
century.~Cpotury,

Presently I am conducted to the cage 
of the celebrated breed of pigeons,which 
are known as tho "bleeding hearts,"

VARIOUS 
THEOKIE3 
llEaART?lKa 
THE ELECXRIC PHENOMENA- 


Tho 
Miffhty Affoncy ot Electricity 
Still a Puzzle to Solontists—How 
to Taoklo tho DilllcuUy. 


UCH an authority as Professor 
William Crookcs, President of 
the Institution of Electrical En- 
gineers, England, is yet iu doubt 
as to the various theories advanced to cx- 
p l a m the electric phenomena. 
He says: 
»'We know little as yet concerning tae 
mighty agency of electricity.'* 
In his 
recent presidential address there is much 
of interest 
to 
the engineer, 
and wo 
quote the following from the Railroad 
Gazette: 


»»We have happily outcrrown tho pre- 
posterous notion that research in any de- 
partment of science is mere 
wa<?t9 of 
time. 
It is now generally admitted that 
pure scicncc, irrespective of practical 
applications, benefits both the investi- 
gator himself and greatly cnriches tho 
community, 
'It blesseth him that gives 
and him that takes.' 
Between the frog's 
leg quivering on Galvanfs work 
table 
and the succcssful telcjiraphor telephone 
there exists a direct alHliatiou. 
AVithout 
the one we could not have the other. 


*'We know little asj'ot concerning the 
mighty 
agency 
of 
electricity. 
'>>il» 
stantialists' ttll us it is a kind of mattvi. 
Others view it, not as matter, but n- a 
form of energy. 
(Hhers, a:*ain n joft 
both these views. Professor Lodge c 'n - 
siders it *a form or rather a mod« of 
manifestation of the ether.' 
Profc-- >r 
Nikola Tesla demuis to the view of Tr.». 
fessor Lodge, but thmks that 
'nothiag 
stands in the way of our calling elec- 
tricity ether associated with matter, or 
bound ether.' 
High authorities cannot 
even yet agree whether wc have ono 
electricity or two opposite 
electricitios. 
The only way to tacklc the diilicnlty is 
to persevere in experiment and observa- 
tion. 
If we never learn what clcctrii-ity 
is, if, like life or like matter, it sh • I'.d 
remain an unknown quantity, we sliall 
assuredly discover 
more about its at- 
tributes and its functions, 


*'Experimentalists are reducing 
tho 
wave 
lengths 
of 
the electrical 
rays. 
With every diminution in size of tho 
apparatus the wave lengths get shorter, 
and could we construct Leyden jars of 
molecular 
dimensions, the rays might 
fall within the narrow limits of visitjil- 
ity. 
We do not yet 
know how the 
molecule could be got to act as a L-iy- 
den jar, yet it is not improbable that 
the discontinuous phosphorescent li;;ht 
emitted from certain of the rare earths, 
when excited by a high tension current 
in a high vacuum, is really an artiii< ial 
production of these electrical rays, Ruf- 
licently short to affect our organs of 
sight. 
If such a light could be pro- 
duced more easily and more regularly, it 
would be far more economical than light 
from a ilamo or from the arc, as vrry 
little of the energy in play is expended 
in the form of heat rays. 
Of such pro- 
duction of light, nature supplies us w ith 
examples in tho glow worms and thi; 
fireliies. 
Their light, though suiBciently 
energetic to be seen at a cousiderale uis- 
tance, is accompanied by no libera! loa 
of heat capable of detection by our most 
delicate instruments. 


''Alternating currents have at the best 
a rather doubtful reputation, but it fol- 
lows from Tesla's researches that as tho 
rapidity of the altercation increases they 
become not more dangerous, but less so. 
It further appears that a true flame can 
now be produced without chemical uid 
a flame which yields light and 
h< ;it 


without the consumption 
of 
material 
and without any chemical jirocess. 
Ta 
this end we require improved methods 
for producing excessively frequent altrr- 
nations and enormous potentials. 
Shall 
we be able to obtain these by tapping; 
the ether? 
If so, wo may view tho pi.>-- 
pective exhaustion of our coal fields with 
indilTorenco. 
We shall at once solve i :.'- 
smoke question, and thus dissolve ¡ill 
possible coal rings. 
Electricity sec;u-» 
destined to annex tho whole field, u-n 
merely of oplics, but probably also ol 
thermotics. 
Kays of light will not p.vsi 
through a wall, nor, as we know Ofily 
too well, through a dense fog.

electrical rays of a foot or two wuvi- 
length of which we have spoken ^vill 
easily pierce such mediums, which ior 
them will be transparent."

-of the value of $30/' and when brand- 
ed as a thief, clamied that there was no 
law in the Slate making dogs personal 
property. 
He 
was, 
however, 
found 
guilty, and appealed. 
A majority ol 
the Supreme Court ruled that there is 
such a thing as property in four looted 
cd beasts of the canine kind that the 
law passed to bring about this condi 
lion in 1889 does not offend against 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania.

fusion of blood on the brain caused 
by external violence. 
The body of

on back of head an inch and a half 
long and above the left ear an effu- 
sion of blood. 
There were no marks 
of external violftnce. 


Dr. E. W. Cashman, of Y. Springs, 
testified that the boy died from con- 
vulsions caused by effusion of blood 
which effusion was caused by extern- 
al violence. 
The violence, if used, 
must have been within a week. He 
corroborated Dr. Myers as to scratch- 
es, bruises and condition of the body. 


Dr. I. W. Pearson, York Springs, 
testitied that death was due to spasms 
due to effusion, which was caused by 
external violence. 
There was noth- 
ing to show external violence excei^t 
the cut on the head. 


Dr J. W. C. O'Neal, of Gettysburg, 
said that death was due to spasms, 
effusion caused tho spasms but what 
caused the effusion was a matter of 
Speculation 
entirely. 
Bvdy of the 
child was emaciated. He was a badly 
formed child and was unable to resist 
many of the trials of life. 


The District attorney stated to the 
court that he had no testimony to 
show that the wound oa the back of 
the head was caused by Lafferty and 
none to show violence later than the 
list week in August. 
He therefore 
thought a conviction ought not to be 
asked for or pressed by the Common- 
wealth The jury under a short charge 
of the court brought in a verdict of 
not guilty without leaving the box. 


The cases of maltreatment of ap- 
prentice, aggravated aasault and us 
bault and battery were tried together.

The character of Kriner for truth 
and veracity was attacked and the 
reputation of Lafferty as bring a hu- 
mane man was established by a large 
number of witnesses.

out about three hours returned with 
a verdict of not guilty of maltreat- 
ment of apprentice, the county to pay 
costs; not guilty of aggravated assault 
but to pay the costs; and guilty of as 
sault and battery.

Arrived at the church, we found the 
various transactions at their height in the 
yard. 
Vociferous bci^ijars were sendinij 
up their appeals for charity in all direc- 
tions; and there were readers of ballads 
nud religious broadsides illustratiucr the 
qualities of their wares to 
wondorin/^ 
(listeners, simple-faced and illiterate In- 
dians. 


The church-yard was also filled with 
itinerant venders of various wares, which 
purchasers were critically examining and 
bar£iaiainL3tfor. 


Before the church, between the ea- 
trance and the great arched gateway, we 
found ft dense throng assembled to wit- 
ness the dancing there. In.these swarthy- 
faced, cotton-clad Indian peasants 
of 
Mexico there was the same manner 
of 
gazing, the same look of absorbsd amuse- 
ment, that one might encounter along the 
Broadway curb-stones at the passing of 
a great procession. 


It was the Baile de los Cazadores—the 
Dance of the Hunters—that day. 
All 
the performers were masked. 
There 
were several men dressed in hunting garb 
and armed with guns. 
These men had 
long and ragged beards and exaggerated 
noses. 
It was a sort of pantomime repre- 
senting the hunting.and killing of vari- 
ous animals, the parts of 
which were 
taken by boys. 
One of these carried 
on 
his 
shoulders 
a 
huge 
head 
representing a bear, 
and 
another 
a 
deer, while one bore a stuffed weasel^ 
or something resembling that anima', on 
top of his head.

SYMPTOMS OP UOnSE INSAJfilTV.

If a branch b( cut across it will be found 
hollow. 
Thii channel is where the borer 
has been. 
Oily a very small black punc- 
ture on the futside of the stem shows 
where the inject laid his egg.

could get usee to noting this puncture in 
the fall of tie year, and cut out such 
twigs and burn them, it would help cur- 
rant culture.—New York World.

Asparagus is the earliest, easily careQ 
i for, and most delicious of garden vege* 
tables, yet iu how small a number°oJ 
gardens it is found. 
It grows with the 
ease of weeds, and when once started» 
if taken care of, it will come up everj 
spring for a lifetime. 
It grows with 
great profusion in the Southern States, 
conimg up in the gardens, orchards and 
grain fields, and for several weeks fur- 
nishes the farmers with a dish of the 
most exquisite 
taste. 
Many farmers 
grow it for proiit, and when 
cultivated 
and fertilized it will yield a net profit of 
6100 per acre. 


Before the plants begin to start in 
' eariy spring the dead stalks of last year s 
groivth are cut and raked off the field 
with a harrow, which loosens the soil at 
the same time.

The s^il should be well 
prepared rich loam and the plants should 
be set out in rows eighteen inches apart 
and a foot apart in the row. 
Great care 
should bo taken to get the roots spread 
and 
well * covered. 
In the Northern 
States it is best to cover the beds some 
time in the fall with three or four inches 
of manure, and early in the spring salt 
should be strewn profusely on the bed. 
Salt is one of the best fertilizers for as- 
paragus, and raw bone is excellent. 


Asparagus is a luxury which every 
farmer can possess, whether he lives at 
the north or south, and I advise all those 
who do not already cnjo7 this most de- 
licious of vegetables to set out a bed of 
asparagus this spring. 
It will do to be- 
gin cutting in a year or two, after which 
it will be a source of pleasure as well as 
profit.—Farm Herald.

WATER rx THE DAIKV. 


In every gallon of milk there is at least 
seven pints of water, a fact iu 
itself 
suflicient to convince one that good milk 
cannot 
be obtained from an 
impure 
water supply, and that a shortage in 
quantity will be attended by an immedi- 
ate and corresponding diminution of the 
flow; indeed, it would seem that 
the 
importance of water as an element in 
milk production is represented by the 
fraction representing its value as a con- 
stituent. 


Some men seem to think that nature 
made the cow a filter or rectifying ap- 
paratus, into which any amount of stale, 
unwholesome and impure water may be 
introduced with impunity, but the ex- 
penenced 
cheesemaiter 
knows better. 
In the course of an extended experience 
as a cheese instructor in Canada, Scot- 
land and the United States, the writer 
of this article has met with more difil- 
culty from bad water than Irom any 
other cause. 
It is a fact that in nine- 
tenths of the pastures throughout the 
dairy belt there are low places, swamps 
and frog ponds, at which, in the course 
of the season, the cow are compelled to 
resort to quench their 
thirst. 
This 
ought not to bo. 
No prudent dairyman 
will permit his dairy to drink at these 
places. 
They should always bo filled up 
or fenced out, and an abundant supply 
of pure, living water be furnished at 
whatever cost. 
It requires from one to 
three pounds more of swamp water milk 
to produce a pound of cheese than it 
does of pure water milk, and it always 
engenders gaseous curd and cheese of 
loatnsome davor.—American Farmer.

Kn.LINO THISTLES AND BUHDOCK. 


At a Farmers'Institute at Hortonville, 
"Wis,, the essayist gave his method of 
dealing with the above weeds as follows: 
•'If I had a patch of Canada thistles I 
would turn it into a pasture and suit my 
stock on that lot at least twice a week, 
aud I would cut off at or below the sur- 
laco what I didn't salt. 
If I could not 
turn it into pasture 1 would have a Sharp 
plow and plow it, and drag it thoroughly 
after it was plowed with a fino tooth 
drag. 
Then cut them up whenever they 
come up. 
I dug mine out twice a week 
with a spade. 
In the fall of tho year tho 
weeds came 
up thick, and for fear I 
miyht miss some I put tho plow ia and 
plowed it up again, and killed them tho 
first year. 
Kerosene will kill them, and 


butter from any oue feed; but there is 
no question about 
our being 
able to 
make good butter from ensilage, althoun-h 
not the best. 


If you will mix a ration of cottonseed 
meal, ground oats, wheat bran, 
wheat 
middlings or linseed meal with the en- 
silage, you will be able to make as good 
butter iu January and February as in 
June and July. 


Some asparagus grower claims that an 
improvement of fifty per cent, can bo 
made in the asparagus bed by selecting 
two-year-old plants that bear no seed? 
Theso are males, and the shoots from 
them will be earlier and larger, 


Keep a little box of ground charcoal, 
one of clean, ground bone, and one of 
small, sharp flint before the poultry,aad 
plenty of coarse,sharp sand on tho floor; 
also, a box of ground oyster shells, as 
grit. 
But in recommending theso sub- 
stances it may bo stated that any kind of 
sharp small grit will do. 


Squashes -vvant light, sandy soil, with 
abundance of manure placed directly ia 
the hill with the seed. 
But two plants 
should bo loft in each hill, and they bo 
given about lUU square leet of ground 
to run over. 
They cau thus bo made to 
produce five tons to tho acre, worth all 
the way from $0 to §10 a ton. 


Where there are undesirable treos 
or 
shrubs,which it is desired to have killed 
so completely that they will not sprout 
again, June is tho time to cut 
them 
down. The sap that was stored up frajn 
the previous year will have been ex- 
pended and none new will have been 
prepared, and lifo onds with the chop, 
ping away of foliagQ,

SICK-NOOM 
DISINFECTANT. 


One of the simplest disinfectants of a 
sick-room is ground coilee burnt 
on n 
shovel so as to fill the atmosphere of the 
room with its pungent aromatic 
odor, 
li two red hot coals are placed on a fire 
shovel and a teaspoonful of ground coffee 
is sprinkled over them at a time, using 
three teaspoonfuls in all, it will fill thi 
room with its aroma, and is said to have 
the hygienic effcct of preventing 
rht 
spread of various epidemic diseases. The 
odor is very agreeable and soothing tc 
a sick person, where other disinfectants 
prove 
disagreeable. 
Physicians who 
doubt the power of coffee as a disinfect 
ant frequently recommend it as a de- 
odorizer, the two being frequently con* 
founded. 
It is best, however, to obtaia 
from a physician in cases of 
dangerous 
epidemics something that will certainly 
destroy the germs of the disease, as well 
as deodorize the room.—New York Ttl 
bune* 


PREPAniNG DRIED FRUIT. 


Dried fruit may be so prepared for the 
table as to be both wholesome and de- 
licious, but to so prepare it is a slow pro- 
cess. 
The fruit should be first washed 
and then soaked in clear water for 
twenty-four hours. 
It should then be 
put on the stove in the same water and 
heated very slowly to the boiling point. 
Most fruit should simmer from an hour 
to three withour sugar. 
About twenty 
minutes before the fruit is ready to take 
up the sugar should be added. Apricots, 
peaches, prunes and various other dried 
fruits cooked in this way become a most 
toothsome conserve. 
Dried apples do 
not need to be cooked so long as other 
fruit, but should soak longer. 
A pie to 
tempt the appetite of an epicure is made 
of fruit prepared in this way, with oniy 
a lower crust, and baked with a pie tin 
turned over it to keep the fruit from dry- 
ing out. 
When the pie is baked spread 
over it a thick meringue made by beating 
the whites of two' eggs to a stiff froth 
and adding a teaspoonful of lemon juice 
and three tablespoonfuls of sugar. When 
this is spread evenly over the pie put in 
the oven and bake until it is a light 
brown.—Chicago Post. 


RECIPES. 


^ Eggs and Tomatoes—Slice firm toma- 
toes, dip into beaten egg that has been 
Reasoned with salt and pepper, then into 
cracker dust, and fry to a golden brown. 
Butter and serva hot. 


Egg Float—Make custard 
of 
one 
quart of milk, yolks of five eggs, sugar 
and delicate flavoring. When done and 
cold, pour over a dish of shredded pine- 
apple and shaved cocoanut, then drop 
over the top spoonful of the white that 
has been beaten with sui^ar, and flavored 
with strawberry or almond. 


Yellow Cake—Make a gold cake from 
yolks of eggs in layers, and for fillmg 
use this: Grate one large tart apple, one 
lemon, grated andsqueozed, one egg and 
one cup sugar. 
Let this boil for five 
minutes, stirring constantly, spread be- 
twcfcu layers and on top. 
ilake icing 
from yolks instead of whites, and cover 
cake entirely. 
This is equally nice and 
quite artistic. 


One-two-threC'four 
Pudding — One 
cup of butter, two of sugar, 
three of 
flour, four eggs (beaten separately), one 
cup sweet milk and two teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, 
Flavor with nutmeg 
and bake in pudding or cake mold. 
Leave in meld until next day, when 
steam for three-quarters of an hour over 
a kettle of boiling water and serve with 
hot sauce. 


Sherbets—Orange sherbet is easily 
prepared and is a favorite ice. 
For this 
grate the rinds of four oranges; soak the 
rind for ten minutes in boiling water; 
strain a pint of the water upon a pound 
of cut loaf sugar; when dissolved add 
the juice of the oranges and 
a gill o\ 
boiling water; when cold freeze partly^ 
then add the stiilly beaten whites of twc 
eggs; put into a moid and set in crackeQ 
ice to harden* 


Purity Pie—One large 
cup 
swee\ 
milk, yolk of one egg, two tablespoon« 
each of sugar and flour and a pinch ol 
salt. 
Cook by setting dish in a sauce, 
pan of boiling water; stir until scalded, 
remove and let cool and flavor with a 
lemon. 
Have crust ready baked, poui 
in the mixture and spread over top tho 
white of tho egg, beaten with one table 
6pooa white sugar. 
in ovea ano 
j)r9wa slightly. 


IJlBoovery or XmliM-Kubber. 


The existence of rubber and some 
knowledge of its proportiesiuu<it have 
boon known to the Mexican Indians a 
long time before it was discovered by 
the whites. 
The first mention of it 
was made by Herrera in his account 
of the 
sccnnd voyage of Columbus, 
when he speaks of a ball used by the 
Indians mido from tho gum of a tree, 
which was lightor and bouncod far bet- 
tor than the famous windbnlls of Cas- 
tile. 


Horquomada, writing nearly a cen- 
tury later, 
also speaks of 
rubber, 
which he found was used by the na- 
tives in casps of hemorrhage and for 
various other diseases» 
Mixed and 
taken with cocoa, it made an excel- 
lent healing emollient for tho lungs, 
and 
applied externallv it possessed 
properties of special value in remov- 
ing tightness of the chest. 


The first accuratc information re- 
garding 
this 
wonderful 
plant 
was 
furnished by La Condamiiic, a rrench 
scientist, who was sentin 1735 by the 
goverment of France to measure an 
arc of the meridian near Quito. 
This 
brought him to the heart of the rub- 
bor-growing country, and mnch 
val- 
uable 
information 
was 
thus 
ob- 
tained. 


IS'everlhcless, 
rubber 
remained 
practically unknown, save ar a curi- 
osity, for many years after that, 
and 
it was near the close of the eight- 
eenth century when Doctor Priestley, 
in a perface to his work on Perspec- 
tive, called attention to rubber as 
novelty 
for erasing poncil marks,'* 
stating that 
''it is Sfild in cubical 
pieces of half an inch for three shill- 
ings each." 


For this purpose it was imported 
into England, but it was little used, 
except 
by artists, until about 1820, 
nearly three hundred years after its 
first introduction to civilization. 


The successful manufacture of sur- 
gicial instruments was then accomp- 
lished, and the wonderful capacities 
of this strange new product began to 
be known, and the commercial world 
realized the fact that anew force had 
entered the industrial 
field, 
which 
was destined 
to play an important 
part in the arts and manufactures of 
the nineteenth century.

Abuut tho I'otato. 


This bacciferous herb with esculent 
/oots, as Iloughtnn calls it, or opti- 
mum benigni Kuminis donum, dapes 
grata diviti; 
pauperi 
panis, 
as 
an 
eminent botanist styles it, was 
first 
discovered in America, according to 
Gerard's Herbal, 
published in 1597, 
which 
authority 
is quoted by the 
Encyclopedia Brltannica. 


The 
v^paniards met with it in the 
neighborhood of Quito, and 
Spanish 
books refer to it as early as 1553. 
I t 
was intrcKluced into Spain from Peru 
by Ilieronymus 
Cardan, 
a 
monk. 
Thence 
it passed into Italy and Bel- 
gium. 


Sir Walter Ealeigh carried it from 
Virginia to Ireland, according to the 
same authority, in 1610. 


The American Encyclopaedia says: 
'*It is thought that its (the potato's) 
occurrence in Virginia was due to a 
recent introduction by the Spaniards; 
there is no proof that it was in culti- 
vation by the aborigines of this coun- 
trv or those of Mcxicu."

Dr, Popoff finds that beef and 
fish 
are more rapidly peptonized in a raw 
tlian in a cooked condition. 
He con- 
cludes, therefore, that these viands are 
rendered harder to digest by cooking. 
Moreover, the longer they are cooked 
the more indigestible they become. 
This is especially true of beef. 
After 
having been subjected to the 
same 
process of preparation (except smok- 
ing) beef, as a rule, was the more easily 
digested. 
Smoking renders fish moro 
digestable and beef 
less digestible. 
Fish rich in fat is easier digested 
than lean fisli.—Deu_t._Med. Zeit.
